The examiner has 
carefully considered the 1 1/17/2006 amendment and remarks and finds them to be 
persuasive, therefore, the following reasons for allowance are provided:

Claims 23 and 31 identify the following unique features, inter 
alia, the order message format adaptable to a plurality of order elements, each order 
type element corresponding to a different ordering application; the order message 
having a customer ID indicative of the customer ordering application and an order ID 
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indicative of the previous order message 
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Discussion of most relevant art: 

US Patents and PG-PUB 

(i) US Patent 6,125,391 to Meltzer teaches a method for parsing documents to 
provide a translation format that will work in the target application. Meltzer however, fails 
to render the above-mentioned application's limitations obvious. 

(ii) US PG PUB 2002/01 16205 to Ankireddipally et al teaches a method for 
distributed transaction processing through the use of XML/DOM. Ankireddipally, 
however, fails to render the above-mentioned application's limitations obvious. 

(iii) US 6,009,405 to Leymann et al. teaches a method for processing disparate 
transaction types. Leymann, however, fails to render the application's above-mentioned 
limitations obvious. 

Foreign Patent Documents 

(iv) EP 1213694 A1 to Marsh et al teaches a method for formatting content so a 
conventional PC might be used to conduct a course; however, Marsh fails to render the 
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application's above-mentioned limitations obvious. 
Non-Patent Literature 

(v) PR Newswire, teaches Cisco's interest in ebusiness technology. PR 
Newswire, however, does not render the application's above-mentioned limitations 
obvious. 

(vi) Hustead, teaches mapping XML documents to Java objects. Hustead, 
however, does not render the application's above-mentioned limitations obvious. 

(vii) Business Wire, teaches the use of XML for Business to Business 
ecommerce. Businesswire, however, does not render the application's above-mentioned 
limitations obvious. 

(viii) Tost, teaches the use of Xpath and Xslt. Tost, however, does not render the 
application's above-mentioned limitations obvious.
